Chinese marriage ceremonies sent long and 
tedious, in which there isa great deal of con~ 
sideration shown to the, astrologer or match- 


| maker, and very little is left for’ the bride or 


bridegroom. The'bride’s share in all the func- 
tions is nat by any means to be envied. : Until 
within a few days of the marriage she is left 
in ignorance of the coming change in her 
state? when she is called upon to ‘leave home 
and join the procession which tnkes her to the 
bridegroom's house, she leaves familiar faces. 
and associates, to go,to the house ofa stranger. 
On the marriage day when a sens of desola- 
tion seems to crerp on her, and she feels that 
the old days of maidenhond will be soon teft 
in the distance, she is made the target of coarse 
jests and renseless remarks df the bridegroom's 
friends. And on the third day after marriage: 
she must start on a tour of post-nuptisl visits 
with all the tiresome forms that-are considered 
necessary. ‘The wonder of it is that the whele 
procedure is gone through astit*usually'is with 

stoic calmness and imperturbable good humour, 
and that suchfformalities and rites have been 
practised now for so many centuries, 

It would he very easy to condemn the entire 
marriage procedure and vote for its abolition, 
in favour of a simple form like that which is in 
use in the west, in the Registrar's offices. 

There is no necessity for any such whole- 
sale reform. The present system of marringe, 
we atiggest, would do exceedingly well with a 
little change, The symbolical and supersti- 
tious elements must be’ distinguished from 
whatever is useful and necessary, and the for- 
mer must be eliminated, The astrologer for 


‘instance might be dispensed with, and the 


bed making and hair combing entirely drop- 
ped as unnecessary, The use ofthe kowtow | 
might be confined to a very few occasione—in 
our opinion the kowtow is so entirely Chinese 
and ts xo expressive of certain important 
relations which should subsist between certain 


| relatives, that it ought not to be entirely done 


away with, The professional matchmaker who 
is the principal legal witness of the transaction, | 
might well give place to a relative, And 
everything else which tends to make marriage 
expensive or dificult might be left out, 

Oh the other hand we should regret to see 
Chinese marriages so ‘entirely shorn of all that 
is Chinese as.’to make it an uninteresting, 
prosaic affair, almost undistinguishable from a 
civil marriage in the west. The exchange of 
cards, the procession of presents, the bridal 
procession, the “kowtow,” the worshipping at 
the ancestral shrine, we hope these will remain 
essential or nearly so In the proper formal 
marringe of our enlightened Chinese fellow- 
citizens, If it is necessary to add-to these 


essentials, only ‘such observances should be |’ 
allowed, as would make Chinese ‘wedding a |’ 


more refined and beautiful ceremony than it 
is at present, something’ which would elevate | 


the character of the contract, and would bring | -

TOLSTOL ON THE WAR. 
oe 

A tecent copy. of the /igaro contains an 
account by that paper's special correspondent, 
M. George Bourdon, of his visit to Tolstot, 
and his talk with him about the Russo- 
Japanese War. Tolstoi has no sympathy with 
the white race versus yellow race alarmists, 

“Ido not,” he said, “distinguish between 
races. {am‘for Humanity itself, not-for any 
special man or men, and, whoever be ths victor, 
what has Humanity to gain, from this war? 
The misfortune is that the war shows how men 
can forget the very idea of duty, Yet duty 
towards God—to the Universal, if you prefer 
that term—is above every other duty. The 
first duty of thinking beings is tb abolish war’, 

Tolstoi emphatically repudiated the’ sugpes- 
tion that the victory of the Japanese would be 
detrimental to civilisation, Up to the present 
Japan might only have imitated the mistake of 
the West, ‘but Japan, like every other country, 
had its process of. evolution. 

“ At present,” said Tolstoi, “ Japan scems to 
me very much in the same state of evolution as 
was Russia under Catherine I], But the 
evolution of Japan is going on no less than the 
evolution of Russia‘and you may depend upon 
it that the turn of Japan will come.” 

"True, the Japanese are a yellow race. But 
what of that?) Our knowledge of the yellow 
Does anyone under- 
stand the conscience of the yelloy man? At 
all events, the Chinese despise war, and those 
-who make it, Therein at lenst, they show 
their superiority over us. 1 understand, too, 
that they know how to keep their word. That 
ig a virtue none too common in Europe And, 
if they are cruel, are not we? After all, what 
has jour boasted civilisation done? Is there 


work ‘of the colonising races? Was not 
, England's annexation of the Transvaal a step 
back, not forward? How can’ one decide a 
priortif the triumph of any special race is a 
benefit to humanity.” 

It was suggested to Tolstoj that the fact that 
the destiny of Russia was at stake in the war 
might have caused him, as a Russian, to 
mowify the ideas he has preached all his life. 

“Task myself, said the Count,” what is my 
real duty, and 1 feel that the cause of 
Humanity is the supreme cause. My con- 
science convinces me that murder, how- 


that waris a monstrous scourge. . . Wf 
there were any notion of what'is a Christian's 
duty in the conscience of man, it wou'd be 
absolutely impossible for them to shoot dawn 
their fellows.” 

The correspondent describes Tolstoi as 
having spoken with intense emotion and at one 
moment there were tears in his eyes.

country, We. believe that the authorities have 
been very careful-since, But’we are again 
surprised at the news’ of the disaster to the 
Hitachi “Maru and other steamers. It seems 
to us that the defenceless ships were exposed 
in the face of the enemy. The people whose 
sons and brothers are in the service of ‘the 
Army or Navy can-never be free from care. 
The authorities "are requested-to-reveal their 
opinion as fully as it is possible concerning 
the disasters and the steps to be taken in future 
for the sake of the soldiers, 

Baron Yamamoto replied as follows:—From 
the fact that you mentioned the disaster, of the 
Kinshu Maru first, | may gather that your 
meaning is as follows ~The authorities should 
have been careful ‘to prevent disasters of the 
kind from taking place again, having been 
admonished by past failure. So the disaster 
this time is certainly due to the carelessess of 
the authorities, Then let me please say same- 
thing about the Avashw Mary first. The duty 
of the Kinshu Afaru was to supply the fleet 
with water and coal Owing to the high seas 
Kamimura's Squadron left her and some 
torpedo: boats at Gensan port. The troops on 
duty. at Gensan had then to reconnoitre a cer- 
tain place and asked the Ainsku Maru to take 
the soldiers to the place, thinking it would be 
easier for them-to go-by sea than by land. The 


Navy having complied with the request, the’ 


Kinshu Avara and the torpedo boat left Gensan 
port for the place. B t owing to the high sea, 
the torpedo boat parted from the Kinshu Maru 
and took refuge ata certain place. The main 
squadron was unforwnately prevented by the 
dense fog from meeting theenemy,and the Xin- 
she Mar uwas attacked in consequence,some of 
the crew being taken prisoners by the enemy 
then, Such being the cise, it is not easy 
to find wha is really to blame, Now, then, let 
ine say a little about the blocking operations at 
Port Arthur. In the beginning of the war, the 
fighting forces of Japanese and Russian fleets 
at Port Arthur were nearly equal. So if the 
enemy had been brave enough to take an offen- 
sive attitude we would have sustained more loss. 
But they took retuge inside the port without 
taking brave measures against the Japanese 
and allowed the Japanese to be successful. As 
to the blocking operations, some people are in- 
clined to censure the authorities, saying that 
the authorities are desirous of securing fame at 
the risk of many lives. It may look so to the 
men ignorant of naval strategy The mouth of 
Port Arthar is not broad and the Russian sank 
two steamers there, alter they had prepared 
blocking timbers here and there, Besides many 
Japanese ships were sunk, there in three oper. 
ations, So, as reported ry Admiral Togo, it is 
certainly impossible even for large cruisers to 
pass out or in now, Some gather from 
the fact that the ovis came outside, that 
the mouth is not completely blocked, but 
the Movie is only a small vessel of 
below 3,090 tons, Think a mament and you 
will cee that large cruisers can never pass the 
mouth at present. But of course the month 
must be watched by our fleet.

his experiences. When the non-combatants on 
the Sado were given forty minutes in which to 
escape from the ship, there was great confysion 
on board. Some of the crew and others took 
to the boats, and those who were unable to 
escape by this means jumped overboard with 
lifebelts and p'sces of wood. Muto himself 
jumped into the sea’ with an Air pillow between 
his teeth, and he was in the water for about an 
hour before he saw a boat, ‘This was loaded with 
refugees. Mutocalled for assistance and swam 
towards it, but his left leg became cramped be- 
fore he could reach it,'and the people in the 
boat evidently did not see him, for they rawed 
away. He had almost given up hope when he 
{ound himself near one of the warships, which, 
perceiving the man in the water, lowered a 
rope, up which Muto swarmed and so reached 
the deck of the Rossta, An officer gave him 
some old clothes and showed him to a dark 
cabin, Here he was supplied with boiled 
rice, but it smelt badly and the coolie could not 
cat it, After atime the ship appeared to-be 
moving and Muto guessed it was going in a 
northerly direction. An elderly officer name 
and examined his body, after which he left 
without saying a word. 

Muto was kindly treated. ' On'the morning 
of the 17th June after having been two days on 
board, the Xossia fired a gun, ond through the 
porthole Muto saw a steamer. A boat from the 
steamer with fourteen men who were not Japan- 
ese boarded the Hossta, Shortly afterwards 
a young man, under the escort of a bluejacket, 
entered the little cabin, and to Mato’s surprise 
the newcomer turned out to be a Japanese, who 
explained that the steamer (A/lanfon) had been
